Archibald Young, commander 
reported that a column of marines had 
established itself on the slope of El 
Shipote Mountain, Sandino fled to EI 
Chipote after marines captured his 
former headquarters, Quilali, from him 
in a battle December 30. A week ago 
Saturday, marine airplanes bombed 
Chipote heavily, and air 
reported the town showed every evi- 


| dence of desertion. 


Sandino’s Injury Confirmed. 


Since then the region has been quiet, 
with marine patrols cautiously feeling 
their way toward the rebel chieftain’'s 
headquarters. 

Col. Gulick today said it was fairly 
well established that Sandino had been 
wounded in the bombing raid, but it 
is not known how seriously.

Detroit, 24 (A.P.).—The search 
for 19 of 21 prisoners who early today 
dug their way to freedom out of a 
branch of the county jail here in what 
was described as “the largest wholesale 
delivery of Federal prisoners in the 
history of the State,” assumed inter- 
national proportions tonight.

Douglass Asks Court to Cite

Testimony to the effect that he had 
been instructed by Charles G. Ruddy, 
Burns agency manager in charge of 
the shadowing of the jury in the Fall- 
Sinclair conspivacy, case, to place false 
statements in his reports was given 
yesterday by William J. McoMullin, 
alias William P. Long, former Burns 
operative, in the contempt proceedings 
against Harry F. Sinclair. and five 
other respondents. McMullin, while a 
Burns operative, reported what was be- 
ing done to Gifford Pinchot, and as the 
result of this information the raid 
upon the headquarters of the Burns 
operatives here was staged by the Gov- 
ernment. 

McMullin sald on the stand that tn 
each of two reports of his activities 
about which he was examined before 


adjournment, he had put false state- 
meénts into them at the instruction of 
Ruddy. In one instance, he said, he 
was told to report the occupant of a 
car known to him only by the license 
number in the company of Norman 
Glasscock, the juror assigned to Mc- 
Mullin. In another report the witness 
stated that he had included falsely a

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FALL HOLDS RANCH 
DEAL BY SINCLAIR 
- OPEN AND ON LEVEL 


Denies There Was Anything 
to Conceal in Transaction 
by Son-in-Law. 


SAYS PURCHASE OF LAND 
NO CONCERN OF PUBLIC 


Describes Oil Operator’s Visit 
to Southwest and Rea- 
son for Purchase. 


Fl Paso, Tex., Jan. 24 (A.P.).—De- 


cClaring the transaction was part of a 
plan by Harry F. Sinclair to purchase 
a big ranch in the Southwest, Albert 
B. Fall tonight characterized as “open 
and aboveboard” the deal by which 
M. T. Everhart testified in Washington 
today that the former Interior Secre- 
tary received $233,000 in Liberty bonds 
and $36,000 in cash from Sinclair. 

Mr. Fall commented freely to the El 
Paso Times tonight on the story told 
the Senate lands committee in Wash- 
ington today by Everhart, who is his 
s0n-in-law. There was nothing to con- 
ceal about the transaction, the former 
Secretary said. 

As for the Continental Trading Co., 
Lid., of Canada, Fall said he knew 
nothing of it, and never had any deal- 
ing directly or indirectly with it. 


Prejudice Charge Made. 


“The Government counsel know that 
I never had anything to do with the 
Canadian Co.,” Fall said emphatically. 
“They are just trying to bring this be- 
fore a jury with an air of mystery in 
orfer to create a prejudice against me 
and get me in the penitentiary. They 
will never succeed.” 

Before granting an interview to the 
Times, Mr. Fall, who is somewhat im- 
proved in health since his return from 
Washington some time ago, read care- 
fully the Associated Press accounts of 
the day’s proceedings before the Wash- 
ington committee.

“That was Sinclair’s plan. He visited 
me at my ranch at Three Rivers. He 
talked things over with me in a gen- 
f eral way, but all his business dealings 

were with Everhart, who has handled 
the business of the ranch for fourteen 
p years. He had the power of attorney 
and I did not know any of the details. 

“There is nothing to conceal about 
ithe Sinclair purchase. It was entirely a 
' personal business and did not concern 

the public in any way. That .is the only 
‘reason little has been said of it. There 
‘was nothing secret about the use which 
was made of the Liberty bonds and 
'eash. I had borrowed $100,000 from Mr. 
{Doheny for improvements on the 
lranch. There was nothing about that 
‘transaction for public wonderment. 
“I had known Mr. Doheny for many 
tyears. The money was spent in a man- 
ner open to the world. Of the money 
and bonds I received from Sinclair, 
» $100,000 was to be spent in repaying 
‘the loan from Doheny, about $53,000 was 
'to be used in the purchase of the Harris 
{Ranch, adjoining my property at Three 
‘Rivers. This was to extend the ranch, 
las Mr. Sinclair wanted a large place. 
{The rest was to be used in paying off 
tsome notes held by the Pueblo (Colo.) 
>Bank, and in making improvements on 
the place and restocking it. In ex- 

change, Mr. Sinclair was to acquire a 
third interest in the extended and im- 
proved property.”

“Well, the water development I spoke 
of was rather pumping; that is, I 
mean along the river bed. Of course 
there has been a lot of water develop- 
ment done. I have done a lot of it 
myself, in conjunction with my other 
interests.” 

“We have secured information to the 
effect that a rather extensive system 
was put in, costing over $40,000.” 

“For irrigation?” 

“Yes.” 

“Yes, sir. There has been such 
place put in, I know.” 

“That is entirely appropriate to the 
use of the ranch as a cattle ranch?” 
asked Senator Walsh. 

“Oh, yes, sir, absolutely.

Oil Sale Inquiry Ordered 
By Secretary Wilbur 


(Associated Press.) 


An investigation was ordered yester- 
Gay by Secretary Wilbur into the re- 
ports of the inspector of naval petro- 
leum reserves in California that the 
Honolulu Consolidated Oil Co. is 
selling oil derived from the naval oil 
reserves to the Royal Dutch Shell Co., 
a British corporation. 

The Secretary announced that he had 
appointed Rear Admiral H. H. Rousseau, 
head of the Navy’s oil service; Rear 
Admiral John Halligan and the judge 
advocate general, E. H. Campbell, as a 
board “to consider the problems of such 
remedial legislation as may be desir- 
able and necessary for the report to the 
appropriate committees in Congress.” 

¢The question involved, the Secretary 
added, is the disposition of the oil pro- 
duced in the naval reserve to foreign 
corporations, apparently for export to 
foreign countries.

In 1927 Great Britain and Ireland 
launched a total tonnage of 1,225,873 
as compared with 639,568 for 1926.

The severance of football relations between 
West Point and Annapolis is final as far as 


the authorities of the two institutions are con- 
cerned. They have agreed mutually that there 
is no basis upon which they can meet. There 
is, nevertheless, evidence of pressure to force 
such a meeting on the gridiron in 1928. Those 
who are working to bring about such a forced 
meeting would do well to weigh the conse- 
guences. The long years have already created 
Buch rivalry and feeling that the term “friendly 
eompetition’ can hardly be applied to any 
meeting between the two service schools. The 
feeling approaching bitterness, which already 
@xists, could only be intensified if an ordered 
game should now be played. It would more 
than probably create a spectacle the like of 
which has never been witnessed on any Ameri- 
can field of sport, but only in the gladiatorial 
combats of Caesar’s Rome. 

The American public wants no bad blood be- 
tween these groups of future officers. It is 
proud of both of these academies. It wants 
their student bodies to be close friends in order 
that their future work in the cause of national 
defense may be most effective. There are bound 
to be scars in the memories of officers of the 
Army and Navy if the background of experi- 
ence in their youthful days is tainted with a 
feeling of bitterness and hatred, the result of 
defeat suffered on an athletic field, even under 
the guise of good sportsmanship and friendly 
rivalry, which the personnel of these two acad- 
emies knows does not exist. 

The superintendents would normally have 
scheduled another game to take the place of 
the one canceled. That they have not done 
this suggests that they have not a free hand 
inthe conduct of their institutions. It is 
known that other colleges have applied for 
games on the Army-Navy date. Have higher 
authorities tied their hands? If so, why? To 
order an interacademy game would not serve 
the interests of sport, but rather the contrary. 
The best interests of the Army and Navy de- 
mand that the superintendents of the two 
schools be allowed to manage their academies 
with a view to training officers from whose 
gervices, either individually or jointly, the 
Nation may get the best return.

lp this age of standardization, mass produc- 
tion and waste elimination, every business man 
who is up to date endeavors to reduce expenses 
in every possible way. Long ago the Bureau 
of the Mint found that by saving the waste 
water from the washbasins used by the 
coiners in the ‘‘gold rooms’’ enough fine gold 
could be recovered from the sediment to make 
up any shortage which might occur in convert- 
ing bullion into coin. 

It is said that the meat packers of the coun- 
try have succeeded in saving every part of the 
hog except the squeal, and a score of other in- 
cidents might be cited to prove that industry 
is on the constant lookout for means of elimi- 
nating waste and thereby increasing profits. 
But it is doubtful if there ever was a man, 
up to the present time, who has attempted to 
reduce the cost of postage by the simple ex- 
pedient of using a ‘‘dry kiln.”” Yet this is what 
one man in Washington did this week. He 
bad something over a thousand letters to send 
out. Each letter with inclosed blanks, together 
with the envelope, was found to weigh just‘a 
fraction over the maximum allowed under 2- 
cent postage. He had an idea that he might 
reduce the weight by drying them. A hundred 
or more were placed in the ‘‘kiln,’”’ which in 
this instance was a metal box set on top of 
the radiator in his office. In an hour they 
were weighed, and every envelope was found 
to be mailable at the 2-cent rate. The whole 
batch was similarly treated, and upward of 
$20 saved to the sender without violating the 
postal regulations, 


THE SUN AND THE WEATHER. 


. The government of Australia has ordered a 
set of instruments for measuring sun and sky 
radiation which were designed by the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

The announcement would mean nothing 
more than the record of a minor commercial] 
transaction under ordinary circumstances. But 
in the present instance the ,purchase of the 
instruments means that the government of 
Australia will install the scientific outfit in the 
observatory which has been established in the 
new capital city of Canberra. 

It means more than that, for it indicates 
that the people of the antipodes will join with 
the Smithsonian in an endeavor to ascertain 
the effect of the radiation of the heat of the 
Sun upon the weather of the earth. The 
Smithsonian has one such station in operation 
in the Chilean Andes, another in California, 
and a third in the Hottentot country of Africa. 
It is possible and, indeed, quite probable, that 
other governments will carry on similar in- 
vestigations in other parts of the world. But 
whether this is brought about or not there will 
be four stations for measuring the 1 a of the 
a Fb See 
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sun's heat upon earthly Weebher as soon as 
the instruments are installed at Canberra. 
Three of these are south of the Equator and 
the fourth in the Northern Hemisphere. ‘The 
three southern stations are sufficiently sepa- 
rated to assure 24 hours of continuous sun- 
light, for as the earth revolves one after the 
other will come within range of the sun's 
power. | 

It is confidently believed that observations 
during the next three or four years will have 
a decided effect upon the science of meterology 
and will materially aid in the accurate fore- 
casting of weather for weeks ahead.

rAIR TRIAL FOR MOTORISTS. 


Gov. Ritchie of Maryland has warned police 
magistrates in the counties that an individual 
arrested for speeding, or for any other traffic 
complaint, is entitled to a fair trial just as 


much as is any other individual. The warning 
was made necessary because of the laxity of 
Maryland police magistrates in conducting 
traffic trials, . 

Some time ago a resident of Baltimore was 
accused of speeding through Emmitsburg, and 
was convicted simply upon the written report 
of the arresting police officer. The patrolman 
was not sworn and did not testify. The de- 
fendant was not permitted to take the oath or 
to testify. Subsequently, he complained to the 
governor, who remitted the $10 fine and $1.45 
costs imposed and issued the warning to all 
magistrates. “In every case in which I find 
the right to be sworn and to testify was claimed 
but was not granted,” said the governor, “‘l 
will refund both the fine and the costs on the 
ground that they were imposed without 
trial.’’

stand are evident, Violators of traffic laws 
are not worse than violators of any other regu- 
lation. Generally, they are not as bad. The 
individual who becomes ensnared by a traffic 
officer frequently has broken the law unwit- 
tingly. He is not a criminal in the gun-toting 
sense of the word, and there is no reason why 
he should be treated like one. He is entitled 
to a fair and just trial, and to courteous treat- 
ment, If he attempts to escape, or to resist 
the arresting officer, the charge becomes more 
serious.

MARKETING OF FLLMS. 


For more than six years the Federal Trade 
Commission has been investigating certain 
practices of the moving picture industry. This 
resulted in an order clearing the individual 
company against which the investigation 
directed of any misconduct in its formative 
period, but condemning and declaring illegal 
the so-called “‘block booking’’ method by which 
it marketed its product. If the order is made 
effective against specific companies it will have 
to be extended throughout the industry. 

‘Block booking” is a selling system whereby 
the purchaser must take a certain number of 
films in each erder. The purchaser may want 
only one particular film. In order to obtain it, 
he must take certain others that have been 
grouped to make up the “block.” 

The practice has become almost the funda- 
mental marketing system of the moving pic- 
ture industry. Naturally, in a business of such 
enormous volume, a complete change of selling 
method, without experiment and experience, is 
a serious matter. The moving picture industry 
will not submit to the order without a legal 
battle. Its representatives assert that after 
lengthy and costly litigation it is probable 
that the courts would affirm its right to dis- 
tribute films through “block booking.” 

In December all of the important national] 
distributing companies joined in a communi- 
cation to the Trade Commission, outlining the 
results of a trade practice conference and ask- 
ing for an opportunity to give a trial to the 
determinations reached therein. The distribu- 
tors pointed out that they are not opposed to 
a reasonable and constructive accountability 
to governmental agencies. They admitted that 
there is a possibility of abusing the ‘‘block- 
booking”’ method of selling, but claimed that 
the modifications of the system they had agreed 
upon, and which were approved by the ex- 
hibitors attending the conference, constitute 
a forward step and offer an effective solution 
of the problem. Therefore, the distributors 
urge that the program contemplated by the 
resolutions and declarations adopted at the 
trade conference be given a trial before the 
commission takes any further action relative 
to the so-called ‘‘block-booking”’ plan. 

It is good Americanism to permit an industry 
to regulate itself, provided it shows a disposi- 
tion to do so, without governmental interfer- 
ence. Time and again the Trade Commission 
and other Federal agencies have adopted this 
policy. There is no reason for the Government 
to step.in if reform can be accomplished ami- 
cably by the industry itself. A system of sell- 
ing and buying films that is agreed upon by 
both sides must necessarily be fair.

“A METHOD OF REJUVENATION? 


Rejuvenation, that mystery which men have 
sought to master through the ages, which has 
been pursued on this continent since Ponce de 
Leon sought the fountain of youth 400 years 
ago, has again been proclaimed a concrete 
possibility. The discoverer of the latest alleged 
process, Dr. Karl Doppler, of Vienna, has ap- 
parently received wide acclaim in what has 
long been regarded as the world’s chief medical 
center. His methods are said’ already to be 
more successful than those of Voronoff and 
Steinach. Thus, although he is but 36 years 
of age, Dr. Doppler becomes a world figure 
who will continue to hold the attention of 
members of his profession everywhere until 
his methods are disproved. His assistant, Dr. 
Hans Lorenz, is already well known in Ameri- 
can medical circles. 

Under Dr. Doppler’s treatment, no operation 
or grafting of glands is required. The method 
is remarkably simple. Dr. Doppler makes an 
incision in the inguinal region, opens the artery 
and brushes it with a 7 per cent solution of 
phenol (carbolic acid). - Phenol is said to de- 
stroy the nervous sympaticus, an agent which 
contracts the blood vessels in aged persons 
and thus prevents an influx of fresh blood into 
some of the more important glands; or, in 
other words, it prevents the body from renew- 
ing itself. 

An examination of numerous cases has 
shown that within the space of only two weeks 
after the application of phenol in this manner, 
the vessels were full of fresh blood; the glands 
revived; and, there being any previous disease, 
the generaf condition of the patient improved. 
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In cases of extreme debility, the response has 
been in an equally brief period, and the patient 
has continued steadily to improve during, the 
ensuing twelve or sixteen months. Several 
patients have been partially cured of deafness, 
and in almost every case nails and hair have 
begun new growth. 

The Doppler system is said to follow in 
principle that attempted some years ago by the 
rench physician, Dr. Leriche, who attempted 


rejuvenation by entirely removing the nervous. 


sympatici. This, however, proved impractical, 
for it is, of course, impossible to remove the 
thousands of small nerve fibers from the blood 
vessels. Hence Dr. Doppler believes that he 
has accomplished the task in a simpler way. 
In 200 cases treated within the last two years 
the method has been successful. The patients, 
after being discharged by Dr. Doppler, have 
been examined and the results tabulated by 
various groups of Viennese physicians who 
have found no trace of ill effects but, on the 
contrary, a cure in each case. Dr. Doppler 
himself asserts that not a single patient has 
suffered a relapse or even a temporary shock 
following the treatment. 

Dr, Doppler may soon visit this country to 
discuss his experiments before a meeting of 
the Medical Society of New York. His visit 
will be awaited with great interest everywhere.

HIGH ALTITUDE OPERATIONS. 
No airplane ever has been flown to an alti- 
The record, held 
by Lieut. C, C. Champion, U. S. N., was made 
after thorough preparation and through utiliza- 
It is rather aston- 
ishing to note, therefore, that the Army plans 
to utilize in actual service planes capable of 
engaging in combat at almost that height. The 
Curtiss Airplane Co. has been commissioned 
to build five pursuit planes capable of flying 
and fighting at altitudes greater than six miles 
above sea level. 

Two problems are involved in the design of 
the new ships. Men and motors can not func- 
tion effectively in the rarefied upper atmos- 
phere without artificial aid. Oxygen must be 
supplied motors and men. An inbuilt super- 
charger will care for the former. Two oxygen 
bottles will be carried as standard equipment 
to provide the life-element for the latter. 

Experience has shown that altitude is the 
outstanding factor that determines the out- 
come of air battles.- Pursuit tactics generally 
presuppose-a greater altitude by the attacking 
plane, from which it can dive at the adversary, 
blazing away with its guns as it charges. An 
outnumbered fleet can gain a decisive advan- 
tage if it can outclimb the enemy.

Another advantage may’ follow their’ utiliza- 
tion. Flight in high altitudes has been ac- 
complished only at rare intervals and under 
the greatest difficulty.

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AMERICANS WIN SOVIET 
DEAL FROM GERMANS 


Farquhar, Agreement Places 
Bulk of Orders in Hands 
of United States. 


$40,000,000 LOAN GIVEN 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Berlin, Jan: 24.—Details of the agree- 
ment signed by Percival Farquhar, rep- 
resenting American investors, and the 
Russian government, revealed in Berlin 
today, show that American industry 
won its tilt with German industry. 

Mr. Farquhar gives the Russians a 
loan of $40,000,000, which will be used 
for the erection of sheet ironworks 
foundries in the Kharkov district. The 
German concerns of Otto Wolf and 
Krupp wanted to supply most of the 
materials needed, but the American 
insisted that the bulk of the orders 
be placed tn American hands, The new 
agreement gives the German particl- 
pants the right to sell only machinery 
protected by German patents. The 
Germans believe this will not be more 
than 10 per cent of the entire deal 

The work in the Kharkov district 
will be carried out by the Russian 
government, but with the assistance of 
American technical advisers. German 
and American engineers also will help 
work out plans. 

A small portion of the loan will be 
used for the modernization of the 
Makeewka plant, which before the war 
belonged to a French company. 

A novel feature of this loan is that 
the Russians agree to permit the 
Farquhar group to run the plants in- 
dependently and take in the profits 
should the Russians fail to refund the 
loan provided in the agreement 
basis, but only until the sale of the 
production covers the defaulted pay- 
ments.

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HUGE METEORITE’S FALL 
HEARD 1,000 MILES OFF 


Russian Savant Reveals How 
Event, in 1908, Wiped Out 
Natives and Reindeer. 


—————————,, 


DEBRIS IS TO BE DUG UP 


Moscow, Jan. 24 (A.P.).—Prof. 
Leonide Kulik in the evening newspa- 
per Vetshernaya Moskva, tells of the 
extraordinary circumstances of the fall 
of a giant meteorite in 1908. Prof. 
Kulik, who is head of the meteorite de- 
partment of the Academy of Sciences, 
recently returned from the Yeniselsk 


district, Siberia, where he succeeded in 
locating the site of the meteorite’s de- 
scent. 

(Associated Press dispatches last Sep- 
tember from Washington told of the 
finding of the resting place of this me- 
teorite, with brief details.) 

Prof; Kulik says that the circum- 
stances he describes are fully confirm- 
ed by hundreds of eye witnesses. 

“Early in the morning of July 30, 
1908,” he relates, “the population in- 
habiting the territory between the 
Yenissei and Lena Rivers witnessed a 
dazzling fiery body hurtling through 
the air, followed by a thundering de- 
tonation. It was heard about 1,000 
miles to the south. It caused a great 
air commotion, felled men and horses 
and disturbed the waters of lakés and 
rivers 700 kilometers distant. Natives 
walking 30 or 40 kilometers from the 
spot were lifted in the air, together 
with tents and cattle. 

“The shock was so great that selsmo- 
graphs recorded earth tremors in 
Irkutsk, 1,400 kilometers to the south. 

“During its lightning flight the 
meteorite spread tremendous _ heat, 
which was felt hundreds of kilometers 
away, where watchers had the impres- 
sion that their clothes had caught fire. 
An immense forest area was instantly 
set afire, in which thousand of reindeer 
perished and unnumbered natives dls- 
appeared.” 

Only lack of funds and technical 
means, he said, prevented extraction 
of the debris of the meteorite. But 
in the spring of this year a new expe- 
dition, headed by the foremost Russian 
scientists, intends to proceed to the

ESTERDAY I gave two hands and 
"4 asked how the Declarer in each 
case, seeing his Dummy hand 
and therefore knowing all of the 26 
cards that he would have the oppor- 


tunity of playing with a common pur- 
pose, should plan his campaign in order 
to obtain the best result. The hands 
follow: South is the Declarer playing 
with Hearts the trump, and in each 
‘case West has led the King of Clubs.

In No. 1, the Declarer would appre- 
ciate that he must lose one Club trick 
and two Diamond tricks: should he lose 


more, he would fall to make game. For- 
tunately Dummy has only two Dia- 
monds, so that hand can ruff’ a third 
round of Diamonds, and the fourth 
Diamond probably can be discarded on 
Dummy’s Queen of Spades. If this can 
be accomplished and the five adverse 
trumps are divided three in one hand 
and two in the other, Declarer can go 
game. Planning along these lines, De- 
clarer should win the King of Clubs 
with the Ace and forthwith lead a small 
Diamond. If the adversaries lead two 
more rounds of Clubs (as is probable), 
South will trump the secoud (the third 
Club lead) and then lead another Dia- 
mond. 

What will happen then depends upon 
which adversary wins the second Dia- 
mond and what !s led next: but even 
if it be a fourth Club (the most disad- 
vantageous lead for Declarer that could 
be made), he still has a chance to get 
game although he must take every re- 
maining trick. After ruffing the fourth 
Club he would lead his small trump, 
win with Queen in Dummy, return a 
trump from Dummy and win with Ace 
in Closed Hand. Next lead his Ace and 
King of Spades, then lead a third Dia- 
mond for Dummy to ruff; next lead 
the Queen of Spades from Dummy on 
which he would discard his last Dia- 
mond, and then he would have the 
King of trumps in Closed Hand with 
which to win the last trick. 

In No. 2, the Declarer would plan 
quite differently. He would see that if 
he attempted to ruff a Diamond in 
Dummy and should lead Diamonds for 
that purpose, he would lose two Dia- 
monds and two Clubs. He therefore 
should win the first Club trick, lead 
his Ace and King of Hearts if both ad- 
versaries follow suit to both trumps; 
he then should lead his Ace and King 
of Spades, and next a third round of 
Hearts, winning with the Queen in 
Dummy. In this way, with the adverse 
Hearts divided 3-2—as they must be 
with four played on the first two rounds 
of trumps, he would exhaust the trumps 
and put Dummy in the lead to cash the 
Queen and Jack of Spades, on which 
Closed Hand would obtain two discards 
and the combined hands would lose 
only three tricks.

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ROUND WORMS MAY BE 


SOURCE OF GREAT HARM, 
; E ordinary round worm'‘which 60 
frequently infests children may be 
a source of great harm, or it may 
be of no consequence. People have been 
known to carry large numbers of these 
worms and be entirely unaware of the 
fact. On the other hand, persons have 
been Known to have very severe and al- 
most fatal symptoms, indicating a 
variety of organic diseases, then to get 
sound and well after taking a few 
rounds of worm medicine. 

The probable explanation is this: So 
jong as there are no worms except a few 
large ones lying and feeding in the in- 
testines there are few or no symptoms. 
But when the number of worms in- 
creases to a hundred or thereabouts 
there is likely to be trouble When the 
worm eggs hatch in the intestines the 
young worms are likely to bore out into 
the tissues. They mar bore into the 
lungs, causing pneumonia, or into other 
organs, causing organic diseases, Final- 
ly, large worms may crawl into the ap- 
pendix or into the bile ducts. 


There is no symptom of round worms 
that can be depended on except finding 
the worm or its eggs in the stool. And

W TO KEEP WELL 
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Kiving a little worm candy, Is generally 
inefficient, 

A British army command in Singapore 
was put to the test on most of these 
points. The soldiers were examined for 
worms by company groups. Examina- 
tion was made of the stools. In one 
company about 80 per cent of the men 
had worms. Nearly 80 per cent of the 
worms were ordinary round worms. 

They were given worm medicine by 
companies according to the following 
plan: Saturday night at 6, laxative 
pills; Sunday morning at 6, a cup of 
tea; at 7 a. m., 10 minims of cheno- 
podium or wormseed; at 9 a. m., 10 
minims of oll of chenopodium; at 11 
& m., 10 minims oil of chenopodium; 
1 p. m., a full dose of salts; 3 p. m., 
dinner. 

The oil of chenopodium was given 
either in capsule or in one ounce of 
peppermint water. No solid food was 
allowed while the medicine was being 
taken Very little water was allowed 
during that period. Some milk was 
permitted at 10 a. m. and at noon. 

The round of treatment was repeat- 
ed one month later.

What wor- 
ries me Is that one side of the bust is a 
little larger than the other.

Answer—As you know, I can give you 
only the average weight for your age 
and height. You are about 15 pounds 
overweight. Look to ‘your diet and be 
systematic in doing the following ex- 
ercises. At your age, the extra pounds 
will not be hard to lose. 

For the abdomen: 

1. Support yourself by holding on to 
something stationary. Swing the op- 
posite leg like a pendulum forward and 
backward as high as possible, Turn, 
grasp the solid object and repeat with 
the opposite leg. 

2. Sit on the floor, spread the legs 
widely apart. Relaxing, roll the body 
forward from the hips and let the out- 
stretched hands extend straight in front 
along the floor. The neck should be 
relaxed while this exercise is being 
done, and the head allowed to drop for- 
ward naturally. 

For the Dust: 

Any movement that brings into piay 
the muscles of the chest will be help- 
ful in reducing and making firm the 
bust. 

1. Ralse your right arm high above 
your head afid then swing it from front 
to back in a complete circle at least ten 
times. Do the same with the left arm, 
and then swing both in a similar move- 
ment, simultaneously. This exercise is 
especially enjoyable and beneficial when 
done with dumb-belis. 

I urge you not to massage the bust, 
for sometimes this results in sagging 
muscles, The fact that one side of the 
bust is a little larger than the other !{s 
quite common and nothing to worry 
about.

The decline in automobile produc- 
tion in 1927 in the United States 
amounted to 21 per cent, it is now re- 
vealed by reports of output collected 
from virtually all manufacturers by the 
United States Census Bureau. 

The output of passenger cars and 
trucks in 1927 was totaled by the Cen- 
sus Bureau as 3,393,887 vehicles, com- 
pared with 4,298,799 in the preceding 
year. This was a numerical decline of 
904,912 vehicles. The output was 
divided into 2,938,865 passenger cars 
and 455,019 trucks. In 1926 passenger 
car output was 3,808,753 vehicles and 


truck production 490,046. 


The 1927 total production was below 
that of 1925 as well as 1926. The 1925 
output was 4,265,704 vehicles. 

The 1926 output was 1 per cent above 
the preceding year. The 1925 produc- 
tion showed an increase of 18 per cent 
over the preceding year. The 1924 out- 
put represented a decline of 1] per cent 
by comparison with 1923. The 1923 
output was 58 per cent above 1922 pro- 
duction. This last proportion of in- 
crease is, however, open to question, 
because the production as reported to 
the Census Bureau for 1922 is believed 
to be inaccurate,

Experts Play 


Radio Bridge 


The double squeeze, a play which 
Wins the admiration of every Bridge 
player, was skillfully exemplified in the 
Radio Game broadcast last night from 
Station WRC. 

Charles E. Coffin, of Indianapolis, 
Ind., former president of the American 
Whist League, was the South player 
and dealer,, with this hand: Spades, 
A, 2; Hearts, A, K, 10, 9, 8 5; 
Diamonds, 4; Clubs, 6, 5, 4, 2. Al- 
though many players would have mace 
_& preemptive Heart bid with his hold- 
| ing, Mr. Coffin realized that Ace, King 
and four other Hearts are not a combi- 
nation that warrants a preempt, espe- 
cially when the hand also contains the 
Ace of the other Major sult. It was 
perfectly possible that his partner 
might have a holding which, combined 
with South’s, would produce better 
results at No Trump or Spades than 
at Hearts. The skillful player con- 
siders that a preemptive bid should 
not be made unless its maker, al- 
though he has seen only hal? the as- 
sets of the two hands, is assured that 
the sult he names is practically sure 
to work better than any other or than 
a No Trump. Mr. Coffin’ therefore 
opened the bidding with one Heart. 

Mr. Work, West, bid one Spade on: 
Spades, K, @Q, J, 10; Hearts, Q, 3; 
Diamonds, Q, 8, 7, 2: Clubs, 8, 7, 3 
Although his hani was now strong 
enough for an original bid, it was 
sufficiently so, with his four Spade 
honors, for a following or defensive bid. 


Speaks Two Hearts.

Since arriving in Havana the Latin 
Americans behind the move have 
learned not only that the United States 
will not assent to a declaration limit- 
ing its rights and obligations in the 
policing of the Caribbean, but that 
some of the more important South 
American countries will not support 
this attack on the policies of the 
United States. 


Criminal Pursuit Considered. 


The upshot of these developments 
was the emergence today of a proposal 
by several Latin-American members of 
the international law committee to 
modify the declaration to a degree. that 
will be satisfactory to the United States, 
It is proposed to declare that “no state 
may intervene in the internal affairs of 
another” except in the circumstances 
which international law recognizes as 
justifying intervention. Such circum- 
stances include the development in one 
country of conditions menacing the na- 
tional security of another state or of 
the security of its nationals and their 
properties. 

The American delegation will have no 
objection to the adoption of a rule of 
that character. Mr. Hughes is known 
to take the position that international! 
law clearly sanctions intervention and 
to hold that the United States has not 
violated international law in its inter- 
ventions in Cuba, Haiti, Santo Domingo 
‘and Nicaragua. 

The international law committee to- 
day began consideration of a proposed 
convention authorizing the police of one 
the country to pursue criminals across 
the frontier of another country. 

The committee also took up a pro- 
posed convention on the obligations 
of states in the event of civil war. 
This would obligate a nation to prevent 
any armed forces, arms and munitions 
or any, other aid from being furnished 
to insurgents in another country. 

Colombia submitted a proposal of a 
court of international justice for the 
Western Hemisphere. It would be 
modeled on the world court and would 
be established at Ha . This pro- 
posal is similar to that of Costa Rica,

the school. The kitchen at the Arcadia 
will be equipped with novel as well as 
useful new appliances, and Mrs. North- 
cross will discuss such equipment as a 
part of her demonstration lectures. 


Cooking Phases Covered. 


The lectures are planned to cover the 
most important phases of kitchen 
tivity, marketing. menu planning, 
cookery, fancy cookery, entertaining 
with special emphasis on new methods 
of food preparation. There will be new 
dishes cooked every day of the school 
and the recipes for these dishes as well 
as for many other good ones will be 
distributed at each lesson.

$4,500,000 Plant to Care for 
Increased Service Demand 
in Downtown Section. 


OLD SYSTEM IS RETAINED 


Installation of a dial control tele- 
phone system to replace the Main and 
Franklin manual operation switch- 
boards serving downtown Washington 
will be the answer of the Chesapeake 
& Potomac Telephone Company to the 
increased demands for telephone service, 
iG was announced yesterday by Charles 
lr. Clagett, general commercial superin- 
tendent. Work will start immediately 
on an addition to the company’s bulld- 
ing at.722 Twelfth street northwest in 
which the new system will be located. 

The new plant, including the land 
bullding, central officé apparatus, dial 
system, telephone equipment and out- 
side plant will involve expenditure of 
$4,500,000. The proposed addition will 
have a 79-foot frontage on Twelfth 
street and contain 65,000 square feet of 
floor space. 

Telephone engineers are now at work 
on plans and specifications for the dial 
apparatus, which will be of latest type. 
The manufacture and .installation of 
the complete equipment will require 18 
to 20 months, it is estimated, and in 
view of these facts the “cutover” to the 
new system will not be made 
January 1, 1930. All telephones now 
connected with the Main-Franklin 
switchboards, which are housed in the 
Twelfth street buliding, must be 
placed by the new dial instruments.
